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Council approves FY13 budget

AGAWAM — The public hear- 
ing set on the town’s fiscal year 
2013 budget — which goes into ef- 
fect July 1 — met with very little 
fanfare at Monday’s city council 
meeting when no one spoke on the 
issue and only four residents went 
on record in favor of it. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen pre- 
sented the city council with his 
proposed annual operating budget 
during a public hearing June 18. 


The council unanimously approved 
the $77.4 million in spending fol- 
lowing the presentation. 

It includes $23,282,451 for town 
departments, which represents a 
5.4 percent increase over fiscal 
year 2012 and $36,448,490 for the 
school department; a 5.9 percent 
increase over this year. 

Seated with Cohen in front of 
the council during the budget pre- 
sentation were public schools Su- 
perintendent William Sapelli, City 
Auditor Cheryl St. John and Trea- 
surer-Collector Laurel Placzek.

espite some reservations, the 
Agawam City Council unani- 
mously decided to put the ques- 
tion of whether or not to change 
the structure of local government 
to the voters at its 
meeting Monday.

zloski spoke in favor of charter re- 
form and said increasing the term 
length would be a positive step in 
that direction. 

“T think that change would bring 
about a lot more stability and en- 
courage long-term planning here 
in Agawam,” Kozloski said during 
citizen speak time. 

She also sug- 
gested the council 
consider staggered 


According to Cohen, the fiscal 
year 2013 budget includes the res- 
toration of local aid to fiscal year 
2009 levels. In addition, the bud- 
get uses only $1.2 million in un- 
restricted available funds (or free 
cash), the lowest level of free cash 
in 10 years. 

New growth is estimated at $2.7 
million and real estate taxes are 
estimated to increase by only 1.5 
percent, he said. By law — under 
Proposition 2 1/2 - the town could 
raise taxes up to 2.5 percent. 

“Agawam continues to be one 


of only a few communities in the 
Commonwealth to never seek an 
override of Proposition 2 1/2,” Co- 
hen said. 

In putting together the figures 
for this year, Cohen said he re- 
viewed personnel positions care- 
fully. While a senior clerk position 
was restored at the Department of 
Public Works, a number of vacan- 
cies still exist within town depart- 
ments. 

“We’re always looking to save 
money and ways to be creative,” 
Cohen said. “We are doing more 


with less.” 
Budget highlights 

Included in the presentation was 
a chart outlining the percentage 
of the budget used by each of the 
town’s departments. According to 
Cohen, education makes up just 
over half of the overall budget. A 
total of 52 percent of funds are di- 
rected to the school department, 70 
percent of which makes up teacher 
and staff salaries, he said. 

“Without good teachers, we 
don’t have good schools,” he said.

arm weather poses significant dan- 

gers, and while avoiding these dangers 
takes only a little common sense, horrible 
tragedies grab headlines across the nation 
and the Commonwealth every summer. 

Do people really need to be warned 
about the dangers of leaving small children 
in parked cars on a hot summer day? Yes! 
On average, 37 children die in the United 
States each year because they were left in or 
wandered into a parked car. When common 
sense does not prevail, it’s time to get into 
the specific dangers. 

According to the Children’s Trust Fund 
(CTF), when the outside temperature is 84 
degrees, temperatures in a vehicle can reach 
110 degrees in less than 20 minutes and 125 
degrees in 60 minutes. At those high tem- 
peratures, it doesn’t take long for a child to 
succumb to heat stroke — a child’s body tem- 
perature rises three to five times faster than 7 Zs 2 
an adults. Don’t be fooled — cracking the _ EEE Ait! WA T 11 
window open doesn’t help. À | Al 

According to kidsandcars.org, in 54.25 N HEER 
percent of the cases where children have HEEK 
died, caregivers unknowingly left the child i 
in the vehicle; in 31.58 percent of cases, 
children got into a vehicle on their own; in 
11.94 percent of cases, an adult knowingly 
left a child in a vehicle, and in 1.82 percent 
of cases, the circumstances of how the child 
was left in a car were unknown. 

As a community, we are not only respon- 
sible for our own children. If you see a child 
left unattended in a car, report it to Agawam 
police immediately. And never leave your 
car unlocked or keys within a child’s reach. 

And don’t forget about beloved pets, too. 
According to paw-rescue.org, just like small 
children, it only takes a few minutes for a 
pet to succumb to heat stroke or suffocation 
as an animal’s body temperature climbs to 
deadly levels. When that happens, damage 
to their nervous and cardiovascular system 
can occur, resulting in dehydration, coma, 
permanent injury or death. 

As with children, if you see a pet in a ve- 
hicle on a hot day, take immediate action by 
reporting it to police. 

Don’t let tragedy strike this summer. 
Don’t leave children or pets in your car.

SPRINGFIELD - Congressman Rich- 
ard E. Neal will seek reelection to a 13th 
term in the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives in the newly drawn First Con- 
gressional District. Neal currently serves 
as the Congressman for the Second Con- 
gressional District representing 41 cities 
and towns in western and central Mas- 
sachusetts. The new First Congressional 
District consists of 87 cities and towns in- 
cluding all of Berkshire County, much of 
Hampden County, and parts of Hampshire, 
Franklin and Worcester counties. Neal has 
been endorsed by retiring Congressman 
John Olver, who previously represented 
the old First Congressional District.

visiting small businesses, manufacturers, 
education leaders, civic associations, local 
and state government officials, health care 
professionals, representatives from the 
arts and creative economy, and employers 
and employees from wide ranging demo- 
graphics. 

Though 63 percent of the population 
is centered in Hampden County, Neal is 
already a regular presence across the dis- 
trict. Part of his introduction to the voters 
in the new district was the signature gath- 
ering process. Neal’s volunteers collected 
over 7000 signatures, more than tripling 
the minimum requirement to appear on 
the ballot. With respect to regional eq- 
uity, Neal’s percentage of signatures per 
county nearly matched the population per- 
centages. 

“While communication techniques 
continue to evolve, there is no better way 
to speak with a voter than to knock on his 
or her door,” said Neal. “I can guarantee 
my campaign will be knocking on doors 
through November in all 87 cities and 
towns.”

Council approves FY13 budget

Public safety is 11.5 percent of the budget 
while benefits and insurance is 17.3 percent; 
public works makes up 6.3 percent; general 
government is 4.2 percent; principle and in- 
terest is 4.1 percent; culture and recreation is 
2 percent; human services is 1.1 percent; and 
OPEB trust fund (for future retirees’ medical 
insurance) is less than 1 percent. 

Cohen justified his budget breakdown to 
the council: “Great schools, good public 
safety, a good library and low tax rate is what 
brings people to town.” 

The appropriation of $36.5 million for ed- 
ucation represents a $2 million increase over 
the current $34.4 million, said Cohen. 

The $8.9 million for public safety is a 
$440,000 (or 5.24 percent) increase over the 
current $8.4 million figure, he said. 

Included in the public safety budget is 
ambulance service covering Feeding Hills; 
four firefighters paid by ambulance service; 
a police/school resource officer for Agawam 
High School; and $427,800 in funding for 
the Quinn Bill with no contribution from 
state aid. 

Funding for the Department of Public 
Works was increased by $312,400 to $4.9 
million for fiscal year 2013, a 6.8 percent 
increase over the current $4.5 million, and 
includes the reinstatement of a senior clerk 
position in administration. 

For culture and recreation, Cohen budget- 
ed $1.5 million, an increase of $21,000 over 
the current budget. It included an increase of 
$7,200 for Agawam Public Library in order 
to meet requirements for state certification, 
said Cohen. State aid to libraries is expected 
to be $36,400. In addition, the council on ag- 
ing budget was increased by $3,871.

On the general government side, Cohen 
said the fiscal 2013 figure of $3.2 million 
includes the $197,150 increase for property 
and liability insurance, staff reduction in the 
treasure-collector’s office, and a vacant posi- 
tion of a half-time senior clerk unfilled in the 
clerk’s office. 


October storm costs 

According to Cohen, costs from the Oct. 
29, 2011 snowstorm have been submit- 
ted and are currently under review by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) and Federal Highway Administra- 
tion (FHWA). 

Reimbursements will range from 75 per- 
cent for FEMA to 100 percent for FHWA 
roads, he said. Town share of non-reim- 
bursed costs will be determined by the two 
entities in the fall. 

Non-reimbursed costs will be funded in 
the fall by either appropriation from free 
cash, stabilization funds, other available 
funds, borrowing, property taxes or a combi- 
nation thereof, said Cohen, adding the bud- 
get was prepared with consideration to the 
potential for unreimbursed costs. 

Following the presentation, the city coun- 
cil opened the public hearing and invited 
anyone in favor of or opposed to the budget 
to state their concerns. No residents spoke 
out and only four went on record in favor of 
1t. 

The council passed the budget proposal 
with a unanimous vote.

Westover gears up for ‘Great New England Airshow’ 


CHICOPEE — Dozens of modern and vintage aircraft, 
an Army National Guard band and aerial and ground dis- 
plays will be highlights of the August Great New England 
Air Show and Open House at Westover Air Reserve Base in 
Chicopee Saturday, Aug. 4 and Sunday, Aug 5. This year’s 
theme is a “Salute to the Greatest Generation.” To that end, 
World War Il-era aircraft will join the modern aircraft being 
flown into Westover from around the country. 

As many as 60 airplanes will pack Westover’s sprawling 
flight line. From the B-52 

Bomber, once stationed at Westover during the Cold War, 
to the F-15 Eagle fighter 

jet, to the B-25 Mitchell World War II bomber, generations 
of spectators will be able to take in the sights and sounds of 
today’s and yesterday’s armed forces. 

Visitors will also have the opportunity to experience 
Westover itself. Some of its historic buildings continue in 
service to the country after more than 70 years. Up to 30 
exhibits will be on display in the Base Hangar, built in 1939. 
That hangar is a former maintenance dock for President 


Dwight Eisenhower’s 1950s version of Air Force One — a 
C-54 cargo plane dubbed the “Sacred Cow.” The Army Na- 
tional Guard Band will perform in the hangar, and will send 
its members onto the flight line as part of a “roving” band. 

Opening the base gates to the public is a decades-long tra- 
dition at Westover, an Air Force Reserve-owned base since 
1974. Throughout its active-duty years from the 1940s un- 
til 1974, the base opened to the public annually for Armed 
Forces Days. Since the 1990s, Westover has held its air show 
every two to four years, alternating the event with shows at 
Barnes Air National Guard base in Westfield, which held its 
most recent show in 2010. 

Several hundred thousand spectators are expected. 

Because there are just three base gates available for in- 
bound traffic, base officials urge visitors to arrive early to 
avoid traffic congestion. 

This will be Westover’s first air show in four years. Ad- 
mission and parking are free. For more information, visit 
www.greatnewenglandairshow.com. 


Voters to weigh in on term length issue

later adding, “There’s no need having the mayor there con- 
trolling the school committee budget.” 

Agawam Town Clerk Richard M. Theroux said he met 
with the community relations committee about the legisla- 
tion, which has been reviewed by the law department as well 
as the election division of the Commonwealth, Kopelman & 
Paige, a law firm specializing in government relations out of 
Boston, and state senators James Welch, D-West Springfield 
and Michael Knapik, R-Westfield, and state Rep. Nicholas 
Boldyga, R-Southwick. 

“I believe we are in good stead,’ Theroux said, adding, 
“I do think the time has come for a four-year term for the 
mayor, no matter who the mayor is.” 

Lengthening the terms could save the town an estimated 
$10,000 in election costs every two years. 

Calabrese, chair of the community relations committee, 
said the issue of term length has “been talked about several 
times in the past.” 

Changing the terms of elected officials will give them “the 
opportunity to have breathing room,” so as not to always be 
just coming off an election or campaigning, she said. 

Ultimately, it will be the voters who have the final say, 
she said. 
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If the council approves the resolution, it would go to the 
general court for approval and, eventually, to a ballot in a 
binding question. 

In response to Kozloski’s suggestion about staggered 
terms, Calabrese said the community relations committee 
considered that, but that its implementation would be “un- 
wieldy. 

“Let the voters have their say,” she said. “If they want their 
elected officials to have a four-year term, so be it.” 

Bitzas and Councilor Robert A. Magovern said they had 
no strong feelings on the resolution either way. 

“The people should have the right to say yes or no,” Bitzas 
said. 

Magovern said having longer terms would eliminate some 
of the politics from the job because elected officials would 
not always be campaigning or just coming off doing so. 

He questioned whether the issue of staggered terms could 
be brought up in the future if voters end up voting to change 
the term lengths. 

“We always have the power to go through this process 
again,” Calabrese said. 

Councilor Donald M. Rheault said he had mixed emotions 
about going to four years, but that he “would never prevent 
the public from expressing their opinion.” 

Council President Christopher C. Johnson, in stepping 
away from his role to speak, said he was concerned because 
if the terms are changed from two to four years, there is no 
provision for recall. 

“With a two-year term, you can live with it for two years, 
but it’s much more difficult with four,’ he said. “I have my 
reservations about this, but I will give the people the oppor- 
tunity to vote on this in the November 2013 election.”

AGAWAM -— With nearly 100 innings 
under her belt this year, Danielle Circosta 
amassed more than 130 strikeouts and won 
11 games for the Brownies.

‘Knowledge corridor’ beckons merger of local banks

WEST SPRINGFIELD — Dena Hall, 
the senior vice president, marketing and 
community relations, of United Bank 
said that she does not expect that either 
customers or employees of the Agawam 
branch of United will notice much differ- 
ence, day-to-day, resulting from the hold- 
ing company’s acquisition of New Eng- 
land Bancshares, the holding company of 
an Enfield-centered chain. 

On May 31, United Financial Bancorp 
and New England Bancshares announced 
a definitive merger agreement under 
which United — which is headquartered 
in West Springfield and has a branch in 
Agawam (on Suffield Street) — will ac- 
quire New England Bancshares, creat- 
ing a company with about $2.4 billion in 
combined assets. 

Hall said in a recent interview that the 
main consequence that customers of that 
branch will see “is that they’ll get access 
to the wider ATM network the merger will 
create, when they travel down I-91 well 
into Connecticut.” 


New England operates 15 full-service 
banks in four of Connecticut’s counties. 
Meanwhile on this side of the border, 
United operates 16 branch offices and two 
express drive-up windows in the Spring- 
field area, as well as six branches in the 
Worcester area. The Worcester branches 
themselves are the result of another merg- 
er, when United acquired CNB Financial 
in 2009. 

What about employees of one or the 
other of the merging entities? “The peo- 
ple you know and do business with will 
still be working in the same roles day by 
day,” Hall said. 

Those who work for United will still 
be working for United. Those who work 
for New England Bank will see a name 
change, but “we have the same data 
provider so day-to-day bank operations 
won't be a lot different,’ she said. New 
England’s employees will “be selling in 
essence the same products and features 
— free checking for example — although 
there may be different names for them.” 

Asked whether the merger will make 
United less of a local institutional, more 
regional in character, she replied that 


United “will still be headquartered in 
West Springfield and will still make deci- 
sions locally,” with no fall-off for example 
in its charitable commitments. 

United’s financial results have been im- 
proving, though modestly, on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. For example, in the first 
quarter of 2011 it earned $2.4 million, but 
in the first quarter of 2012 the same num- 
ber was $2.8 million. 

Asked about these numbers and wheth- 
er they are related to the decision to ex- 
pand, Hall indicated it does. 

“We have a lot of capital that our share- 
holders expect us to put to work,” she 
said, adding “we’ll still have a good deal 
of capital left when the smoke clears” on 
this deal. 

The heart of the expanded entity will 
be the Springfield/Hartford, Conn. area, 
which puts the banks in a joint presenta- 
tion to investors called the “knowledge 
corridor,” described as the “second most 
densely populated region in New Eng- 
land.”
